school student takes at the end of an Advanced Placement course to qualify for college credit.

(3) An online test preparation program described in Subsection (2):

(a) (1) shall allow a student to independently access online materials and learn at the

student's own pace; and

(i1) may be used to provide classroom and teacher-assisted instruction; and

(b) shall provide online study materials, diagnostic exams, drills, and practice tests in
an approach that is engaging to high school students.
(4) The State Board of Education, schools, and charter schools shall make the online

test preparation program available to students who take Advanced Placement courses.
